CHIEF EXECUTIVE ASKS 
MORE REVENUE.

Urges the Members of the House and 
Senate, Called in Special Session 
to Hasten

the blind 
chaplin of the house, then delivered 
the invocation, appealing to the throne 
for God’s blessing on the work of the 
new congress and 
the new adminis­ 
tration. 
The clerk of the house then 
read the president’s proclamation con­ 
vening congress, after wThich the roll 
was called. 
The vote on speaker resulted: Reed

(pop.), 21, and Newlands (siderite) I. 
Speaker Reed was enthusiastically re­ 
ceived on his appearance in the house 
after his re-election, and made a grace­ 
ful and dryly humorous speech in as­ 
suming the gavel.

An Alleged Fire-Proof Structure Con­ 
sumed—Loss $4,700,000 - One Fire­ 
man Killed — Young Girl Loses 
Her Life in a Fire at Chicago Last 
Night.

The loss 
is estimated at about 910,000 and ie 
believed to be 0 vered by insurance. 
The buildings in which the fire 
raged were land marks of the city. 
The fire had made considerable head­ 
way before it was discovered, and it 
was impossible for the Fire depart­ 
ment to confine th e flames to the 
Brzeski building. 
The blaze spread 
to the adjoining building, which were 
occupied by the bink and the hotel 
and restaurant. 
All the books and 
valuables of the bank were locked in 
the fire proof vault so that the loss 
will only be to the fixtures and the 
building which are nearly a total 
leas.

E x p ects I t to Y ield S I 12,000,000 M ore

W ashington, March 16.—Chairman 
Dingley of the ways and means com­ 
mittee, in response to a request that 
he furnish a synopsis of the new tariff 
bill, makes the following statement: 
“The bill has two purposes--namely, 
to raise additional revenue and to en­ 
courage the industries of the United 
States. On the basis of the importa­ 
tions for the last fiscal year the bill 
would increase the revenues about 
But $112,000,000, divided among the several 
th is did n o t suffice, an d th e g o v ern ­ 
m en t th en reso rted to loans to replenish 
th e reserve.

Hundred:* o f F am ilies in Arkansas* A re in 
PMM 
Memphis,

lives of hundreds of families and thou­ 
sands 
of live stock are 
in 
peril 
throughout the lower Mississippi Val­ 
ley on the Arkansas side from the dis­ 
astrous flood that is sweeping down 
upon them. 
The costly levees are being cut in 
two in a number of places and at 
others the water is rushing in behind 
them. 
It has been raining steadily in 
this section for twelve hours, which 
has added to the suffering of the flood 
victims. 
Reliable information came last even­ 
ing that an entire family of negroes 
and one white child had been drowned 
in the vicinity of Marion, Ark., and 
there is a feeling of certainty that sev­ 
eral others have perished in the same 
way. 
A serious break in the levee system 
occurred Saturday near Nodena, Ark., 
fifty miles above Memphis. The river 
is raging through the crevasse at a ter­ 
rific rate, having the tremendous fall 
of fifteen feet to give it force and send 
it to deal death and destruction in the 
lowlands of Mississippi County, Ark. 
The break is the more terrible because 
loss of life will surely occur from it. 
Indeed, the most sanguine of 
those 
who know of the conditions there do 
not dare to hope that all the people 
in the lowlands escaped from the flood 
when it came upon them Saturday 
night.

Burlington, 
Iowa, 
March 16.—The 
great rise 
in the 
Mississippi river, 
which experienced river men in this 
neighborhood have predicted for sev­ 
eral weeks, is now in full swing. The 
river has been rising at the rate of 
from six to twelve inches a day foi 
three days. 
The stage has been us­ 
ually high all winter, and now it is 
reaching a figure seldom if ever known 
at this time of year before. Live stock 
is being driven to higher ground and 
buildings are anchored as strongly as 
possible. 
There is great danger from the vast 
quantitties of heavy ice moving down 
the swift 
current of the river with 
great force. 
This resistless mass is 
already sweeping over 
the lowlands 
and islands, tearing out trees and car­ 
rying them along as an added menace 
to property. 
A rise of four or more 
feet will enable the ice and floating 
trees to gain access to the houses and 
stock buildings on the bottoms.

RUSSIA PLAYS A DEEP GAME. 


T h e C la r Is S ecretly N e g o tia tin g W ith 
K in g G eorge. 
New York, 
March 16.—Frederick 
Palmer cables from Athens as follows: 
“I learn that secret negotiations are 
proceeding between King George and 
the Russian government. 
Russia un­ 
doubtedly is playing a two-faced game 
with the Turkish government, and tfitb 
the pow’ers as well. 
There is an ex­ 
plicit understanding that, w*hen 
the 
Greek army crosses the frontier, Russia 
shall find a pretext to seize Constanti­ 
nople. 
“The understanding, so far as King 
George is concerned, is that in the gen­ 
eral conflict in the Balkans, which is 
sure to follow fighting on the frontier 
and the disruption of the Turkish em 
pire, which would follow a seizure of 
Constantinople by the Russians, Greece 
is to be encouraged to seize Macedonia 
with the czar’s promise 
in advance 
that she shall be permitted to retain 
the province. 
“King George will invade Thessaly if 
driven by the powers to do so. A war 
in Turkey would probably be followed 
by uprisings all over the Ottoman em­ 
pire, and a terrible condition of anar­ 
chy. 
Russia has troops ready to in 
vade Asia Minor and seize Armenia 
and has a fleet ready to seize Constant! 
nople, in which city there would be a 
revolution against the sultan soon af 
ter an outbreak of war. 
“The action of France in deciding to 
stand by Russia and send troops 
to 
Crete means that action in Europe is 
expected 
and determined 
upon and 
France does not intend to be on the 
outside 
when 
the 
final 
settlement 
comes. The situation seems more se­ 
rious than it has appeared since the 
first expedition from Greece landed in 
Crete.”

ImpOrTs oT I SUS, we estimate the in­ 
creased revenue from this source under 
the proposed rates at about $14,000,000. 
From sugar we estimate $20,000,000 ad­ 
ditional revenue. 
Anticipating a con­ 
siderable 
falling 
off 
of 
imporas of 
Havana tobacco because of the rev­ 
olution in Cuba, we reduce the esti­ 
mates of additional revenue to be de­ 
rived from the tobacco schedule to 
$4,000,000. 
The 
remaining 
schedules 
would afford a revenue of about $39,- 
500,000 on the basis of the imports of 
1896, but as there would probably be 
diminished imports at some points, al­ 
though the gradual restoration of busi­ 
ness activity would offset this by in­ 
creasing the consumption of imported 
luxuries, we reduce the estimates on 
these to $31,000,000. 
These would ag­ 
gregate an additional revenue of $80,- 
000,000 the first year. 
A further re­ 
duction of $5,000,000 or $10,000,000 for 
contingencies would leave $70,000,000 
to $75,000,000 as the probable increased 
revenue from this bill the first year, 
which would undoubtedly rise to $100,- 
000,000 the second year. 
“These estimates are below, rather 
than above, the probable result, unless 
a considerable delay in the enactment 1 
of the bill should greatly enlarge the 
opportunity for imports of articles on I 
which duties are to be raised—particu­ 
larly wool and woolens—for specula- ! 
tive purposes. 
Undoubtedly any delay 
beyond May I in placing the bill on 
the statute book would result in a large 
loss of revenue. 
“This increase of revenue is secured 
by transferring 
wool, lumber, crude 
opium, argols, paintings and statuary, 
straw ornaments, straw mattings, bur­ 
laps and various other articles from the 
free list of the present law to the duti­ 
able list; 
by increasing the duty 
on 
woolens to compensate the manufac­ 
turer for the duty placed on wool; by 
raising the duty of sugar about three- 
fourths of a cent a pound in order to 
encourage the production of sugar in 
this country, which, it is believed, can 
be done, and thus give our farmers a 
new crop, which we now import mainly 
from abreed; by increasing the duty on 
agricultural products affected by Can­ 
adian competition, and on the cotton 
goods, some advanced manufactures of 
iron and steel, manufactures of jute, 
flax and hemp, in order to encourage 
these and other industries here, and 
especially by increasing taxes on such 
luxuries as liquors, tobacco, silks 
and 
laces. 
“As a rule the rates of duties pro­ 
posed are between the rates of the tariff 
of 1890 and the tariff of 1894, such re­ 
duction of rates from the former 
law 
and preservation of the protective prin- 1 
ciple being made feasible by changed , 
conditions. 
j 
The iron 
and 
steel 
schedule 
ie 
changed very little from the schedule 
of the tariff of 1894, the damage being 
entirely in the more advanced articles. • 
The same is true of the cotton sched­ 
ule. 
“In the agricultural, wool and glass 
and earthenware schedules alone are 
(he duties of the act of 1890 fully re­ 
stored as a rule, and in a few cases 
Increased, with the view of amply pro­ 
tecting and encouraging our farming 
Interests 
by 
every 
possible 
point. 
While the duty on clothing wool is larg­ 
er in proportion to the foreign value 
than on manufactured articles, yet it is 
thought desirable for the public inter­ 
est and for our agriculture that 
we 
should produce this prime necessity for 
ourselves. The duty upon carpet wools. 
as well as upon many other articles, is 
imposed mainly for revenue. 
The ir­ 
ritation caused by the use of 
a few 
wools, heretofore classed 
as 
carpet 
wools, for clothing purposes has been 
remedied by transferring such wools 
to the clothing-wool classes, but the 
duty on clothing wool has been 
re­ 
stored by the rate of the act of 1890. 
“In framing this new tariff the aim 
has been to make the duties specific, or 
at least partly specific, so far as possi­ 
ble, to protect the revenue and also to 
protect our own industries. 
This has 
i been done in response to the wishes of 
the better class v t importers, as well 
as of the administrators of the law and 
of our own producers. 
The very gen­ 
eral substitution of specific duties, even 
where they are only the equivalent 
of existing ad valorems, will of itself 
increase the revenue and 
strengthen 
the protection afforded to our indus­ 
tries. 
“The reciprocity provisions of the 
act of 1890 have not only been fully re­ 
stored, but this policy has been ex­ 
tended by adding to sugar, tea, coffee 
I and hides as articles on which to make 
reciprocal agreements, such articles as 
champagne, brandy, 
wines, 
artificial 
and natural mineral waters, argols and 
silk laces. 
In adding these articles the 
reciprocity provision is strengthened 
greatly by providing for a reduction of 
duties to countries giving us similar 
concessions.”

Tne passenger coach freed from the 
rest of me train by the breaking out 
of the caboose managed to hold to the 
rails. 
How it did so will remain 
mystery, for twenty-five passengers 
swear it stood squarely up on end 
three times, and the other tweuty-five 
passengers have lost all consciousness 
of what did happen. 
There was a rash for the doors by 
terror-stricken women the moment the 
crash came. 
The car detached as it 
was from the rest of the train, was 
running down grade 
of 
its own 
weight, and the panic might have hac 
fatal consequences, had it not been 
checked. 
False 
Alarm 
Given. 
"There is another train behind us,” 
somebody yelled, and the straggle to 
reach the platform grew frantic, but 
cool-headed men blocked the aisles 
and di I tneir best to quell the excite­ 
ment. George Hiller, F. D. Smith and 
L. Jerg se*' the brake on tao front 
platform, and set it 60 tightly that 
George Bid well, who ran to the back 
platform, could not stir the rear brake 
wheel a hairVbreatb. 
At he end of the Edgerton depot 
platform the car was brought to a 
stop, having bumped its way alone 
from tne e^st switch. 
Half way back 
lay the caboose on its side, two rods 
from the track, while the rest of the 
train was under full headway, drag­ 
ging two cars that were off the track 
and another with a broken wheel. 
No cooner hid th# passenger coach 
heed stopped 
than the 
passengers 
poured out. 
The fear that 
another 
traiu was close behind gave incentive 
for rapid movement. 
IV om en in Terror. 
Little groups of women weeping 
hysterically over their narrow escape 
stood about the car and com'orted one 
another. 
Some of the men started 
down the track 
after the 
freight 
train, following what appeared to be a 
trial of blood on the ties. 
The 
ties 
for forty rods had been cat almost 
squarely 
in two by the cars that 
jumped the track and every ti- bar 
th at beld the rails together broken. 
The men who went back to where the 
caboose lay found Conductor Evans 
crawling out unhurt in spite of tie 
fact that the caboose 
had turned 
twice over. 
Brakeman James O’Neil, 
of Whitewater lay in an unconscious 
condi iou in one corner, with his hand 
cut and his hio injured. 
He was car­ 
ried to the station and had so far 
recovered in three hours as to able to 
stand the vide home. 
While the injured man was being 
made comfortable the curtailed train 
backed in. 
The engineer realized 
that his train had parted bat did not 
dare 6top on che down grade for fear 
of being telescoped. 
At the west 
switch the two derailed cars had 
jumped baok on the track and the 
train was not stopped until a level 
spot was reached west of town. 
Three freight cars and the caboose 
were found to have been disabled. 
The passenger coach ako lost its draw­ 
bar. 
There was no blockade, for a 
wrecking crew was on hand at once, 
and patched ap the freight train so it 
could be taken through. 
Scream ed at E very N oise. 
The train reached Janesvi Ie at 8:20 
very few traces of jollity being left 
among the passengers. 
Several of the 
women were almost overcome by the 
shock an i were controlled with dffi- 
cuity on the run from Edgerton to 
Janesville. 
There were cries of alarm 
at every bump and every unusual jar. 
"The greatest actual danger was in 
the panic that started when the crash 
cam e/’ said John P. Wright who was 
one of the party. 
"The rash for the 
door, if not checked instantly as it 
was, would have coat a dozen lives.” 
Careful investigation of the cause of 
the accident was made in Edgerton 
this morning. 
The cars jumped in 
passing the switch, but the twitch 
was smashed too completely to make 
an examination oI its condition of 
much value.

To comprehend fully what the con­ 
trol of a vast waterway threading the 
richest part of Guiana would mean to 
America and American interests one 
must study carefully the map of South 
America, says the Century. Geograph­ 
ers di\ide the southern continent into 
three great basins, those of the Ama­ 
zon, the Orinoco and the Plata. 
To 
dominate the mouth of any one of these 
great arteries of commerce would be 
to become the master of one-third of 
South America. 
The Orinoco is navi­ 
gable for vessels of the deepest draft 
to Ciudad Bolivar. Venezuela’s eastern 
metropolis. Within this distance of 400 
miles twenty other navigable rivers 
swell the mighty current of the Orino­ 
co, while, still farther into the interior, 
the eastern bank receives tho water of 
ninety-one large rivers and the west 
those of thirty. Two of the former are 
navigable to the affluents of the Ama­ 
zon and many of the latter to the re­ 
mote interior of the neighboring re­ 
publics of Venezuela and Colombia. If 
she were to gain control of the Orinoco 
England would possess the key to the 
entire eastern part of South America, i 
This view has been advanced by ex- 
President Guzmarj Blanco in a recent 
publication. 
He attaches to the pos­ 
session of Punta Barium the ability to 
dominate the Orinoco and the entire 
water system which empties into it. 
Punta Barima is en the southeastern 
bank of the Orinoco w its juncture with 1 
the sea and is described as a high bluff 
which, when properly fortified, would 
control this entrance, the most navi­ 
gable of all the mouths of the Orinoco. 
It would not be under water during the 
period of inundation, and with a dock 
yard and three cr four river gunboats 
its master might lock up the Orinoco 
and all that vast tributary country. On 
the other hand, the Centerview is ad- ! 
vanced, and should be stated, that the 
position of Punta Barima would enable 
the English to dominate only one pass 
by means of guns placed on fortifica­ 
tions on shore, since at least two of the 
other mouths of the Orinoco can be en­ 
tered by vessels from the sea. The best 
line of communication to-day between 
Trinidad and Ciudad Bolivar is by a 
side-wheel steamer, built in the Unit­ 
ed States, which passes through a 
mouth of the Orinoco far to the west 
of Punta Barima, on the bar of which 
there are at least eight feet of wrater. 
It therefore may be argued that forti­ 
fications at Punta Barima could not 
close the Orinoco, the control of which 
would depend upon vessels 
of war. 
England’s strength as a sea power, with 
Trinidad as a base, gives her all neces­ 
sary control of the river to-day. 
If 
British Guiana should develop into a 
great nation, claiming and owning one 
bank of the Orinoco, Punta Barima 
would become a point of great import­ 
ance; but this is a contingency hardly 
to be dreaded by Venezuela, since, with 
her superb natural advantages, she 
must inevitably keep .the lead.

In connection with the English crim­ 
inal investigation department at Scot­ 
land Yard than that which comprises 
the threatening letters and documents 
handed in during the past few years. 
These documents are addressed to all 
classes of persons, from royalties and 
statesmen to shopkeepers; and in 
a 
great number of cases they are em­ 
bellished with illustrations of a grue­ 
some 
kind. These illustrations, 
in 
some cases, show some artistic ability, 
as in the case of one addressed to a 
late home secretary, who is threatened 
with poison, and depicted—the likeness 
is excellent—writhing in all the agonies 
of the deadly draught. In some cases 
blood has been used instead of ink; 
but red and black ink are often threat­ 
eningly blended in the drawings 
of 
daggers, coffins, revolvers and so on. 
Some of the threats themselves are 
certainly singular, as in the case of a 
letter wherein the writer expresses the 
intention of “punching the head” of a 
learned judge “in the presence of the 
l>ar and ushers.” Sudden death in all 
its forms is shadowed forth; but those 
persons who receive such letters in the 
future may take heart from the state­ 
ment of the department that it is only 
one case in about a thousand where any 
action follows the threat.
